and what answer must a wise man make to it? 

The first direction is “answer not a fool ac- 
cording to his folly, lest thou also be like to 


him.” 


It would be a sad affair even to resemble 
a fool, were the consequences to end in mere 
resemblance ; but if we suffer ourselves to an- 
swer hin according to his folly in the sense 
warned against in this passage, there is danger 
The fool 
is petulent, if we reply at all to his petulence 


that we become like to him indeed. 


we shall beim danger of being like him—the 
fool is a fault-finder, and though it is very easy 
to find fault with him in turn, we must heware 
lest we be like himm—the fool disregards all feel- 
ing of propriety and good taste, in this let no 
one answer him according to his folly, unless, 
like him heis willing to become an olyect of 
disgust—the fool delights in giving pain to the 
feelings of others, but it is dangerous as well as 
wrong to measure back to him this species of 
folly. 

The maxim, then, contains a broad principle 
of action, and is capable of being extensively 
applied in our intercourse with our fellow men. 
That intercourse must be conducted on correct 
principles, irrespective of their treatment of us, 
or we shall sin against God, and do injury to 
ourselves, The latter consequenee, in confurm- 
ity with the method and design of the Proverbs, 
is the only one mentioned there. Hf we suffer 
ourselves to answer the fool according to his 
folly, we shall imbibe his spirit, as well as copy 
his manner. And for this reason it is better to 
let his falsehoods go uncontradicted, his mis- 
takes unrectified, his false glosses and sophisti- 
cal inferences uncorrected, than to put ourselves 
on his level.

To prevent this abuse, it is nec- 
essary that the right of mutual search be allowed, 
and Lord Palmerston contends that to search a sus- 
picious vessel, even though sailing under 
American flag, is not a violation of national rights. 
After admitting that an indiscriminate search of 
such vessels would be a violation, he says:—** But 
there isan essential and fundamental difference 
between searching a vessel! and examining her pa- 
pers to see whether she is legally provided with 
documents entitling her to the protection of any 
country, and especially of the country whose flag 
she may have hoisted at the time. For though, 
by common parlance, the word “ flag” is used to 
express the test of nationality, and though, accord- 
ing to that acceptation of the word, Her Majesty’s 
Government admit that British cruisers are not en- 
titled, in time of peace, to search merchant vessels 
under the American flag, yet Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment do not mean thereby to say that a mer- 
chantman can exempt himself from search by mere- 
ly hoisting a piece of bunting with the United 
States emblems and colors uponit; that which Her 
Majesty’s Government mean is, that the rights of 
the United States flag exempt a vessel from search, 
when that vessel is provided with papers Miitling 
her to wear that flag, and proving her to be United 
States property, and navigated according to law. 

In support of this position, he reasons as follows : 
** What would be the consequence, if a vessel en- 
gaged in the slave trade could protect herself from 
search by merely hoisting a United States flag? 
Why, it is plain that in such case every slave trad- 
ing pirate, whether Spanish, Portuguese or Brazil-

SECULAR INTELLIGENCE. 


ARRIVAL OF THE COLUMBIA. 
FIFTEEN DAYS LATER FROM ENGLAND. 


The Steamer Columbia arrived at this port at 12 
o'clock, on Tuesday, from Liverpool, via Halifax 
She left Liverpool December the 4th, and arrived 
here after a passage of 17 days; during the later 
part of which the weather was exceedingly boister4 
ous. She brings news frown Liverpoo! fitteen days 
later. 

There appears to be no important change in the 
state of trade. Business in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts continues to languish—cottonis duil—and the 
money market is improving— money was getting 
more abundant. 

There appears to be great commercial distress 
existing in other parts of Europe besides England. 
In Russia, there had been many failures, chiefly in 
St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

The Britannia steain packet arrived at Liverpool 
on the Ist of December, after a passage of 14 days 
and 10 hours, 


The failure of the potato crop in Ireland, would 
probably be the cause of much distress. 

The weather has been unusually severe—and in 
France the country had beeninundated with heavy 
rains. 

The Moscow Gazette says that the excessive heat 
which has prevailed during the whole summer in 
the government of Kishoma, bas caused extensive 
fires in the forests, which continued till the middle 
of September. 

Several fires from incendiaries, have taken place 
in different portions of England. 

An officer has been arrested in Brussels, accused 
of having attemptedthe life of the King of Belgium. 

It looks squally in Greece. King Otho, it is said, 
secretly instigated by France, and by the agents of 
Russia, has manifested such adetermination to seize 
Thessaly, that the Porte has considered it necessa- 
ry to order a large military force to the frontier, and 
to direct a fleet of five sail of the line to pass the 
straits of the Dardanelles. 

The destitution in Paisley is still on the increase, 
the number of additional persons thrown upon the 
relief fund last week amounted to no fewer than 
950. The unemployed now amount to—-males 
1850, dependents 4625; temales 1392, dependents 
2784; total 10,651. Including Johnstone, Kilbar- 
chan, and Barrhead, they are not fewer than 12,- 
150. 

The distress which exists in Nottingham is truly 
frightful—hundreds are starving on straw beds, 
without food, fire, or covering, and these are peo- 
ple who would work if they could get it. 

In consequence of the heavy rains, the Avon had 
overflowed, and the fields on the banks had been 
transformed into broad lakes; causing much suffer- 
ing among the poor, in consequence of the water 
having driven large numbers from their dwellings. 

In Spain, there was still some trouble about Bar- 
celona; but Gen. Van Halen, with a body of troops, 
would soon set matters rightin that quarter. 

There his been bloodshed in the mountains of 
Syria. Ill feeling has long subsisted between the 
Christians and the Druses, and now hostilities have 
broken out between them. Many villages have 
been sacked and burnt, and the loss of human life 
has been dreadful. Many of the women and chil- 
dren have fled from the Druses to Beyroot, and ob- 
tained shelter. 


An explosion of fire-damp had taken place ina 
colliery at Barnsley, which destroyed fifteen lives. 

Seven hundred houses were destroyed bya great 
fire at Oral, near St. Petersburgh, on the 6th ult., 
and several mostimportant documents were destroy- 
ed in the Government archives. 


On the 26th ult.,a thoroughfare was effected in 
the Thames Tunnel, and made use of, for the first 
time, by the whole of the directors, aud some of the 
original subscribers, who had assenibled on the oc- 
casion. 

The Austrian Observer describes an earthquake 
which it appears took place at Cologne on the 25th 
ult. It was felt for two minutes, and the houses 
were shaken to their foundations during that time. 
The shock was preceded by a hot sulphurvus and 
sultry wind. 

Sixty anchors, and the same number of chain ca- 
bles, with buoys, &c. are ordered to be sent to Chi- 
na for the purpose of throwing booms across the 
riversand canals, to prevent fire-rafts being sent 
down to destroy the shipping. 


Capt. Ross, has by letter, stated that he had made 
a successful approach to within twelve degrees of 
the Antarctic Pole, and had obtained some very ap- 
proximate determinations of the South Magnetic 
Pole. 

There has been a destructive fire at Glasgow— 
property destroyed insured at £50,000. 

The death of the Earl of Harewood is mentioned 
in the English papers. 

The Journal of the Kingdom of the two Sicilies 
of the 10th ult., recapitulates a number of calami- 
ties with which the country was visited, in the 
shape uf storms and earthquakes. ‘ In the district 
of Casoria,near Naples, the crops were destroyed, 
trees torn up by the roots, and roofs blown off.— 
The torrents increased in Calabria, carried away 
several inhabitants; others were killed by the thun- 
der. Inthe Abruzzi the commune of Torre di Pas- 
sari was shaken by an earthquake. Another shock 
was felt at Reggio and Messina, where it would be 
difficult to describe the consternation of the inhabi- 
tants."’ 

The French appear to have met with disasters in 
Africa, during the late expedition of General Bu- 
geaud and Lamorice. General Bugeaud writes to 
the French Government that his last campaign of 
50 days has so completely dislocated and disabled 
the army, that he could not muster 4,000 men,— 
Nine-tenths of the army of Algiers are in the hos- 
pitals! General Bugeaud says be must have at 
least 20,000 troops more before spring. 


Terripire Eantruquake'—A late arrival at New 
York, brings further particulars respecting the earthquake 
in the Departme ntof Cartago, in Central America, men- 
tion of which was made a shortume since. The earthquake 
occurred at half past six iu the moruimg of the 2d of Sep- 
tember, and totally ruined the Department of Cartago, and 
caused most terrific ravages in San Jose, leaving ¢ ompara- 
tively uninjured the other Departments of the State. It 
was so sudden, that those persons who escaped, had hard- 
ly time to get out of their houses before the falling of the 
walls. In a second, the Departinent of Cartago became a 
total ran. The destruction was so great, that the site of 
any particular edifice is hardly to be distinguished among 
the ruins. In the city, the houses, even to the stonework, 
were thrown upwards by the shock, and fell down again in 
heaps of rubbish. The loss of life is very great among all 
classes—all ages ; the number is not even to be estimated. 

The inbabrants in those villages in the Department 
which have suffered the least, assembled, by order of the 
Government, with spades and picks, to disinter the bpdies. 
People perisiied in the streets, in the plazas, and ‘pn the 
churches. Allthe provisions were buried beneath the ru- 
ins, and the inhabitants were suffering a horrible state of 
want. In Tundaba, Tres-rios, Cartago, Paraiso, Ujames, 
and even to the vicinity of Matina, there is not left a sin- 
gle shed ; and in every one of the valleys, and on the haci- 
endas, we find proportionate destruction. In San Jose, a 
number of edifices were thrown down, and those houses that 
are standing, are uninhabitable Bodies are disinterred 
that cannot be recognized—shapeless masses and headless 
trunks ; every thing 1s horrible confusion. Up to the latest 
advices there had been no eruption from the neighborin 
voleano—tbut the shocks were repeated ut intervals, oan 
the inbabitants coatinued much alarmed.—{ Mer. Jour.

Cuitpren Burnt.—Two children were burnt 
recently from being left alone. The first case was 
that of Amelia Frances Winter, aged 4 years, liv- 
ing at 187 Broome street, who was lett for a few 
minutes by her mother, and when she returned, 
her daughter was in the hands of a Mr. Berry, who 
had found her with ber clothesin flames, which he 
had extinguished. The child, however, died two 
hours afterwards. The second case was that of 
Henry Mellen, aged 4 years, living in the rear of 
37 Henry street. The mother went out to the 
pump, leaving him in charge with another woman 
The child’s clothes caught fire, and burned him 
badly before the flames could be extinguished. He 
died a few hours afterwards.—NV. Y. American.

‘The steamboat Belle, bound to New-Haven, 
was driven ashore during the severe storm on Thurs- 
day night. When the boat was near Throg’s Point, 
the storm raged with such violence that her com- 
mander deemed it prudent to anchor. The storm, 
however, increased, the boat dragged her anchors, | 
and finally went ashore on City Island, and soon 
filled with water. The passengers were londed in 
safety, and returned to New-York in the American 
Eagle, which was despatched to their relief. The 
Belle was owned by Capt. Peck and some citizens | 
of New-York, and was purchased last spring for 
$50,000, and, it is said, she is not insured.”

Mutiny or SLAVES AND MURDER I—We| 
learn trom the New Orleans Evening Post that the 
brig Creole, Captain Ensor, from Richmond, Va., | 
bound to New Orleans, laden with tobacco and 135) 
slaves, was taken on her passage by the slaves— 
one of the owners of the slaves, Mr. Hewell, mur- 
dered, and the captain, mate and two passengers, 
wounded. The crew and passengers were taken 
wholly unawares, and their lives were saved by the 
slaves on condition that they would carry the brig 
into some of the British Islands, which was done on 
the 9th November, by arriving at Nassau, New 
| Providence. 

The slaves, during the passage, had been put un- 
der no more restraint than is usual for domesiic 
| slaves tobe while passing from one point of the 
Jere to another. They rose so suddenly, and 

did their business so effectually, that it is supposed 
the plot must have been laid at Richmond before 
the brig lett. Mr. Hewell, the owner of the prin- 
cipal part of the slaves, was killed by a bowie knife. 
| The captain is convalescent, and though danger- 
ously wounded, is likely to recover, as well as the 
mate and the two wounded passengers. There 
were five passengers on board, 

On arrival at the island, nineteen of the slaves 
were sworn to as having taken part in the mutiny, 
and these were, on the demand of the American 
Consul, committed to prison; but the Governor of 
| the island refused to send the remainder of the 135 
slaves to the United States, alleging that they 
were passengers, and had a right to go where they 
chose.—.Mer. Jour. 








Post Orrice Reporr.—We copy the follow- 
ing abstract of the Postmaster General’s Report 
from the Traveller : 

The new P. M. General, in his first report, gives 
evidence of his determination to reforin the abuses 
in the department, and to increase its revenue to 
meet the necessary expenses. 

In 1840, the whole number of post offices was 
43,488, and the nuinber of miles uf post road 155,- 
739. The expenditures for the year ending in Ju- 
ly last, exceeded the income by the sum of $187,- 
| 92061. For the current year the expenditures are 
estimated in round numbers at $4,490,000, and 
| the income at $4,380,000, leaving a deficit of 110,- 
00. 

To bring the expenses within the revenue, the 
commissions heretofore allowed to deputy Post- 
masters are re-adjusted, by which the net annual 
income of the Department will be increased $100,- 
000. 

In view of the embarrassed state of the finances 
of the department, Mr. Wickliffe does not recom- 
mend a reduction of the rates of postage, but he 
suggests a modification of them so as to make them 
contorm to the smaller coin of the United States. 
He asks, and very justly too, for a revision ot the 
rates of newspaper postage, so that the mammoth 
sheets, which are in truth reprints of books, re- 
views and novels, and which load down the mails 
in many instances so as materially to retard them 
and increase the expense of transportation, may 
not be carried for the same price as the legitimate 
newspaper. He also objects to the establishment 
of private expresses for the carrying of letters, 
packages and newspapers, upon the post roads, as 
one great cause tending to the reduction of therev- 
enues of the department. 

The sum paid to the different rail road compa- 
nies is over $400,000, and the Secretary proposes 
that the credit of the United States, to an amount 
not greater than the sum necessary to produce at 
five per cent. interest this amount paid to these 
companies, be advanced to these companies for 
the right to transport the mail upon these roads in 
all time to come, fiee of any charge upon the De- 
partment, 

It the Government was required to pay postage 
upon official correspondence, and the franking priv- 
ilege reduced to proper limits, itis the opinion of 
the Secretary thatthe revenue of the Department 
would be increased sufficiently to pay not only the 
interest, but in less than thirty years the principal 
of such a debt. 

The United States mail during the year ending 
June 30, was transported on railroads and steam- 
boats 3,946,450 miles, at the cost of $585,843 ; on 
horse and in sulkeys 12,088,862 miles, at a cost of 
S751,807; in stages and coaches 18,961,213 miles, 
ata cost of $1,791,635; making 4 total aggregate 
of annual transportation of 34,996,525 miles, at the 
rate of cost of $3,159,375.
